. According to our records you are registered for one of the Owasippe Scout Camps. 
. The Camp periods are as follows: 


First Period . . . . . June 30 to July 14 
Second Period ‘ . . July 14 to July 28 

Third Period 2. . . July 28 to August 11 
Fourth Period . . August !! to August 25 


The Final Camp Board Fee ‘ 
Your camp fee MUST be paid no later than the Wednesday preceding the opening of the Camp period. [+ must 
be paid in full and you will receive a receipt to this effect. Fees will not be accepted at the train. The Camping 
Service reserves the right to cancel any reservations that are not paid for by the time specified. SPECIAL NOTE. 
No change of Camp reservations will be accepted after one week prior to the opening of each period 
Ration Stamps 
The office of Price Administration requires that each person attending summer camo must surrender current ration 
points covering the time spent in camp. An envelope is provided in which stamps must be placed as follows: 
For each period spent in camp — 

32 Red Points — (Stamps must be valid during the 

24 Blue Points — period of camp attendance) ° 

The envelope containing these stamps must be turned in properly filled out at the time final camp board pay- 

ment is made at the camping service, 9 W. Washington Street. 


. Railroad Tickets 


At the time vou make your final payment on your Camp fee you will pay $4.90 for your round trip railroad ticket 
and will receive the ticket, This covers cartage of baggage to your Camp. ‘A fifty cent bagaaae fee will be 
charged if you have a railroad pass 


» Transportation 


Scouts leave on the Wednesday morning beginning each period. (See schedule of dates above.) The train schedule 
is as follows: (Central War Time)

Scouts arriving at Muskeaon by other means of transportation must provide own transportation to Camp. (16 
miles) Scouts are not permitted to arrive in Camp in advance of the official opening date and time of the period. 
EACH CAMPER MUST BRING HIS OWN LUNCH WITH HIM FOR THE TRAIN TRIP TO CAMP

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7. Baggage 


All duffle bags and suitcases are to be carried onto the train and remain with the camper. Baggage is not to be 
checked in advance of Scout's arrival. Send it on the Scout Special Train only. All baggage is to be marked with 
the Scout's name. After you board train you will be given baggage tags which you will put on your baggage. 
Mark your name and Troop number on them. “All baggage will be transported by trucks to the respective camps 
on arrival at Owasippe. 


. Lunch 


All Campers are to bring their own lunch with them for the trip to Camp. Each camper will be furnished with 
lunch for the trip back to Chicago.

NOTE TO PARENTS 


The above items are complete for any length of time in camp, and no other articles need be added. The regu- 
lation Scout equipment and Summer uniform is built to withstand vigorous outdoor usage. Baggage should con- 
sist of a duffle bag or pack sack, Blankets may be rolled separately and carried by a strap or similar means. In 
packing blankets, protect them with a waterproof covering of some kind and tie securely. A paper wrapping is 
not adequate. The Scout's baggage is trucked between trains and camp and return. No responsibility is accepted 
for possible loss of equipment. 

All articles of clothing and equipment must be plainly marked in indelible ink with Scout's name; or you may use 
tape and sew name on (burn or scratch name on leather or metal]. A list of contents should be pasted inside 
each carrying case. : 


. Camp Trading Post 


A Trading Post is located in each camp for the benefit of the campers. Many of the items of the official Scout 
uniform and Camper's necessities are carried in stock. 
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Each camper is permitted to spend not more than 10c a day at the Trading Post for candies and other sweets. 
It is possible to secure program equipment such as handicraft supplies, including leather for making articles, bow 
staves to make bows, etc., at reasonable prices. 


. Telephone and Telegrams 


The telephone is located at the Owassipe Office on Crystal Lake. Campers can be reached only between 8:30 
A.M. and 9:30 P. M. Chicago War Time. SCOUTS SHOULD BE CALLED TO THE PHONE ONLY IN CASE OF 
AN EMERGENCY AT HOME. In telephoning the Camp, call for Scout (boys name) at the Owasippe Scout Camps, 
Whitehall, Michigan, Whitehall 57862. All calls must be person to person calls. Fifteen to thirty minutes is re- 
quired to summon boy to phone. 


Telegrams should be sent to the individual in care of the Owasippe Scout Camps, Whitehall, Michigan, via West- 
ern Union. 


» Mail 


We maintain our own postoffice, therefore all mail addressed to Scouts in Camp should bear the name of the 
Camp in which the Scout is located, and should be addressed as follows:

. Visitors 


VISITORS' DAYS ARE THURSDAYS AND SUNDAYS ONLY 

CRYSTAL LAKE — Visitors driving to Camp follow U. S. Highway No. 41 to U.S. No. 12 (Via Outer Drive) to 
junction with U. S. No, 20, then No. 20 to Ind. 212. Follow No. 212 to U. S. No. 12 then No. 12 to junction 
with U. S. No. 31 in Benton Harbor. For Camps Beard, Stewart, West, the Owasippe Office and Family Camp con- 
tinue on U. S. No. 31 to a point 15 miles north of Muskegon (4 miles south of Whitehall). A sign on the east 
side of the road marks the road to Camps at this point. 


~ HEALTH EXAMINATION — PRIOR TO COMING TO CAMP 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASE EXAMINATION ABSOLUTELY REQUIRED (USE BLANK HEREWITH) 

This may be secured through the Scout's home Physician or may be secured free of charge, or with small charge, 
through the cooperation of certain dispensaries listed herein. The examination is made to assure the Camp author- 
ities that any Scout or Leader suffering from, or having recently been exposed to, contagious disease is prevented 
from coming to Camp. 


COMPLETE PHYSICAL EXAMINATION—DESIRABLE BUT NOT COMPULSORY. (USE BLANK HEREWITH). 
It is urged that every Scout have a thorough physical examination, in accordance with the requirements listed on 
the examination form herewith before coming to Camp. This is preferably done by Scout's family physician, but 
also may be done by the Scout or his Troop making arrangements with a local hospital clinic for this service at 
little or no cost. Another procedure is for a Troop to request the voluntary services of some local physician to 
make an examination of Scouts, This examination is intended to ascertain the physical condition of boys in order 
to prevent them from participating in activities tha might be harmful. The Scout Leader will be guided by the 
examiner's recommendations, if there is any limitation of activities,

FREE CONTAGIOUS DISEASE EXAMINATION 


It is preferred that Scout use home physician for EXAMINATION. However Scout may go to any of the fol 4 
lowing branches of the MUNICIPAL TUBERCULOSIS SANITARIUM for free examination at the time and places 
designaled below. 


Scoutleaders should arrange to have Scouts attend these branches throughout the time period. Do not send an 
entire Troop at one time. When group is made up of five or more Scouts the leader must phone Sanitarium for 


an appointment.

. Scouts under Physicians Care 


Any Scout who is under a doctor's care is required to notity the Camp Physician regarding his ailment, and should 
bring a written statement from his family physician as to the treatment that is beinc) prescribed. Scouts will not 
be permitted to have medicine, pills, etc., in their possession. Any Scout coming to Camp with medicine, must 
turn it over to the Camp Physician who will see that it is taken as prescribed, 


. RESPONSIBILITY OF PARENTS FOR MEDICAL EXPENSES 


If in the judgment of the Camp, it is desirable to send a boy to a hospital for diagnosis or treatment, the Camp 
reserves the right to send him there. The parents or guardian assume full responsibility, including payment of costs, i 
This precaution is taken as an additional measure for the protection and health of Campers. Whenever it is pos- 
sible to do so, parents will be notified before such action is taken. 


Automobiles, firearms, and animal pets are not to be brought by Scouts. 
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
